In the beginning, Carranza seemed 
to fear a coup d'etat in favor of 
Obregon. but the wily old executive 
easily did away with this danger. 
He affected to favor Gen. Pablo 
Gonzales, who is almost as popular 
with the southern military element 
as Obregon is with the border war- 
riore. One by one Carranza de- 
prived of their commands the gen- 
erals who were known to be Obre- 
gonistes, and today the Sonoran 
has friends among the generals 
in & command of troops. 

As goon as Obregon had been 
eliminated from the race, Carranza 
withdrew his support from Gon- 
sales and started political propa- 
ran in favor of ignacico Bonil- 
jas, exican Ambassador to Wash- 
ington. Bonillas is absolutely un- 
known to the Mexican people, ex- 
cept as a faithful interpreter of 
Carranza’s American policy. He 
has lived most of his life on the 
Amertean side of the Rio Grande 
and even speaks Spanish with a 
Yankee accent. 

The open support of the admin- 
istration was given to thus 


The Times Free information Bureau 
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greatly weakening the Gonzales 
following. which consisted mainly 
of citizens whose principal motive 
in backing him was a hope that, as 
the official candidate, he would be 
victorious without the usual revolu- 
tion. All of Mexico ik wearied of 
fighting and would vote for any 
candidate who could insure the 
country a period of peace. 

Within the past couple of weeks 
still another candidate for the Pres- 
idency has. come out in the open, 
and 1 think he is the one who will 
win. This is Gen. Candido Aguilar, 
Carranza’s eon-in-law. Aguilar is a 
native of the State of Vera Crug. 
and is thereforg more sympathetic 
with the people of Central Mexico. 
the region which contains the larg- 
est part of the Mexican population. 
Though not yet 30 years old, he 
was one of the original revolution- 
ists who in 1910 rose in revolt 
against Porfirio Diaz. While he 
never had occasien to participate 
in any important battles, he, never- 
theless, has a high standing among 
the hot-country military, as well as 
among property owners in the re- 
gions where he operated. 

Aguilar, whose father is a ranch 
owner, has never been known to 
destroy property. He has preferred 
to raise money by forced loans 
rather than by direct robbery. and 
he has seldom used court-martials 
and firing squads as a method of 
ridding himeelf of his enemies. 

AGUILAR AND FUNSTON. 

When the American forces oc- 
cupied Vera Cruz in 1914, Aguilar 
was in command of the revolution- 
ists who in that State had taken 
to ‘the hills in protest against 
Huerta’s assassination of President 
Madefo and subsequent usurpation 
of the executive power. Inetead of 
co-operating with the American 
forces against the common enemy, 
Aguilar sent a message to Gen. 
Funston requesting him to imme- 
diately re-embark and leave Merxi- 
can sofl, as the rebel leader feared 
he would have difficulty in restrain- 
ing his men, who resented Ameri- 
can Violation of Mexican sovereignty. 
Needless to say, Funston did not 
comply with the request. but sent 
@ polite message telling Aguilar not 
to worry. for if the revolutionists 
got out of hand. he himeelf, with 
his marines and infantrymen, would 
@o all the restraining neceseary. 

Carranza. fearing that Aguiler’s 


popularity in the south might make 
him a rival for the Presidency. de- 
prived him of his command in Vera 
Cruz and appointed him Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs. Later Aguilar 
married the Firet Chiefs daughter. 
who is nearly ten years older tha» 
her husband. Since the marriage. 
Carranza and Aguilar have been as 
one. and nepotiem has been sipreme 
in Vera (Crus, for Aguilar became 
Gevernor of hie State and received 
the highest rank in the Mexican 
army, in add@ition to continuing cs 
Premier of the President's Cabi- 
net 


ZEALOUS STUDENT. 
Aguilar is ambitious. realised 


that the primary education which 
he had received in his native village 
of Cordoba was ineufficient for «a 
man of his many jobe. He. thcrefore, 
employed the best tutors of Mexico 
to teach him languages and sciences. 
He studied so hard that hie mental 
powers were exhausted and «a se- 
vere attack of brain fever endan- 
gered his life. Upon hie recovers 
he was eent to rectperate in Furope, 
thus gétting an opportunity to prac- 
thee and French. oder 
that this trip be not too hare 
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on his pocketbook, Carranza ap- 
peinted him Anrbassador on special 
mission to Great Britain and France 
jwith a generous salary aod an un- 
limited expense account. 

During the recent .carthquakes tn 
Vera Crus, Aguilar, acoompanied by 
500 soldiers, started on a rehef tour 
of the devastated district rie had 
at his disposal, sums of money raise: 
¥ popular subscription ond adver- 
tieed hie humanttarianieam largely in 
the friendly newspapers. The dan 
gers Of his trip were featured: He 
was pictured riding over beds of 
fresh lava and jumping ecross yawn- 
ing crevasses. It was good political 
propaganda.

Aguilar. scenting graft possibili- 
ties, and fearing for his prestice 
should the true scupe of his relies 
work be generally known, refused to 
allow the Americans to eftiter the 
Gevastaied district, threatening then: 
with arrest should they disobey hun.

I can permit you to help.” he teld 
them. “You may make elther a de- 
nation or a loan of not leas than 
1.0600,000 pesos to the State of Vera 
Crus. You may have no hand dn 
the expenditure of thixs money. / 
am ecuipped to disburse it 
advantage.” 

The Americans pleaded that they 
were entitied to havea say regurd- 
ing the spending of their own money, 
but Aguilar gave the ~aehe- Lares 
reasons for his attitude: 

It was an insult to the dignity of 

Mexico that subscribers to the relief 
mistrusted the honesty of the G »v- 
ernor of the State. 
It would look bad that Americans | 
should spend more money in r- 
werk than the Mexican government 
had epent. 

American relief workers might be 

kidnaped by revolutionists aud bring 
on iniernational difficulties. 
The American committee returned 
to Mexico City without acceding to 
Aguilar’s demands and promptly re- 
turned all the money collected to the 
su hecribers. 

The suffering people of Vera Cruz 
were thus deprived of much needed 
assistance through the greed and 
pride of Gen. Candido Aguilar.

It 
is an attempt to supplant national creed 
with international justice. 


ALAARS AND GERMANY. 

The Junker coup detat in Berlin seems 
to have thrown Germany into the vortex 
of a red revolution. Civil war, with its 
sanguinary horrors, has rent the republic. 

Germany is reaping the crop of hate that 
she sowed when the German people fol- 
lowed the mad Hohenzllern on his career 
of world conquest. The frightfulness that 
was once practiced on 2eighboring peoples 
is now in evidence. in the strife of class 
against class and section against section. 

Cities that were spare’ during the war are 
now being robbed by & powercrazed pro- 
letariat. The fabric of reconstruction is 
shredded. The Junker class that once 
dreamed of world dominion is now engaced 
in @ deadly struggie to protect life and 
property from the Bolshevik. 

Those who hoped that the worst rhould 
be visited upon the Huns are apparently 
to be satisfied. Spared iv the Allies, Ger- 
many is now facing se'!f-destruction. 

But, as The Times obcerved on Sunday 
morning. it is Germanvs funeral. The 
peace treaty which Germany signed with 
the Allies guarantees the right to regulate 
internal affairs without outside interfer 
ence, so long as the torms of the treaty 
are not violated. 

It is possible that the empire shall be 
plunged into a whirlpool of anarchy which 
will endanger the terms of that treaty. 
Germany owes a heavy debt to her neigh- 
bors. The debt is guaranteed by the wealth 
and the industry of the empire. If a Bol- 
shevist revolution sete at the mad destruc- 
tion of that property the Allics may be con- 
cerned; for they would be destroying some- 
thing that is not their own. It is oquiva- 
lent to looting property covered by a chat- 
tel mortgage. The holder of the mortgage 
has a right to demand that his interests be 
protected. 


There is a limit beyond which Germany 
cannot go. A soviet Ge:imany would not be 
competent to give guarantees for carrying 
out the terms of the peace treaty. Germany 
is in the position of an involuntary bank- 
rupt. Her property is in the hands of the 
Allied Council until final settlement has 
been made. Total annihilation of industry 
and property rights would mean a repudia- 
tion of Germany's war cebts. If such is 
attempted the result would Iikely be the 
occupation of the German industrial cen- 
ters by Allied troops and the allocation of 
a mandatory for the empire. 

Latest dispatches are to the effect that 
the Fatherland party's coup d'etat has end- 
ed in a fiasco. Wily old Von Hindenburg 
kept his hands clear of it. This would in- 
dicate that even the middle classes were 
not willing to accept a covernment, under 
any pledges, with the old Junker element 
at the head of it. Men who had betrayed 
Germany once were not to be trusted a 
second time with supreme control. 

At present all is confusfon. By its cow- 
ardly flight the Ebert government displayed 
a fatal weakness. A government that col- 
lapsed from so slight a push must have 
been tottering. If Von Hindenburg had de- 
clared himself for the Von Kapp govern- 
ment it is possible that it micht have made 
headway against the radicals. But when 
he declined to accept the Von Kapp regime 
the army refused to support it longer. All 
that remained for Von Kapp and the other 
Junkers was to cast off the purple robes of 
high office and save their own skins. 

Toying with governmental institutions in 
the face of radicalism is always a risks 
experiment. The Spartacan fire has been 
smoldering in Germany for more than a 
year, and the Von Kapp revolt fanned it 
into a new conflagration. The constitution- 
al government seems to have disappeared, 
and the struggle reduces itself to one be 
tween limited monarchy and Bolshevism. 
It is ikely that Von Kapp was deserted by 
high army officials whe bad promised to 
co-operate. He seems to have neglected 
the warning that “he who sups with the 
devil should provide himself with a long 
spoon.” 

While there bas been as yet no disposi- 
tion on the part of the Allies to interfere, 


taken, will put them on the qui vive. The 
whole peace treaty is predicated on the 
establishment of stable government in Ger- 
many. Fulfillment of treaty obligations 
cannot be entrusted to armed mobs. If no 
existing government is capable of restor- 
ing onder and protecting life and property, 
Allied Jntervention may become necessary. 
Germany. muat not be permitted to repudi- 
ate ber obligations by turning red. Such 
a procedure savors entirely too much of 
German diplomacy.
